Sabena Airlines Flight 548, a Boeing '707 jet aircraft, 
New York City's Idlewild International Airport at 8:30 P. M. on February 14, 
1961. On board were 61 passengers and a crew of 11. Of the 61 passengers, 
49 were American citizens. Numbered among the 49 Americans were 18 
young male and female members of the U. S. Figure Skating Team together 
with their codches and some parents. (The U. S. Figure Skating Team was 
en route to the World Championship Competitions at Prague, Czechoslovakia. ) 


The aircraft was due to land at Melsbroeck Airport, Brussels, 
Belgium, at 10:00 A. M., 2-15-61. The plane came in on time, made one 
wheels down approach to the airstrip without radio contact with the field and 
suddenly veered off from this approach, attempted to climb again and, for 
some unknown reason, as it circled the field it crashed some three miles 
north of the airport near the small village of Berg. The reason for the crash. 
has not as yet been determined. Witnesses say the plane seemed to lose power 
some 500 to 1, 000 feet off of the ground just before it plunged. 


~ In addition to the 72 individuals on board the aircraft, a farmer 
working in a lettuce field was killed and another farmer seriously injured. 
Total lives lost -- 73. After crashing to the ground, the aircraft caught fire. 
As aresult, the remains of the victims of the crash suffered considerable 
impact and incineration damage. In fact, 25 of the victims’ remains were so p 
charred and crushed it was at first believed that it would be impossible to 
establish their identities. This particular accident was described as the worst 
in Sabena's history and was the first involving a regularly scheduled commercial 
Boeing 707 jet. | 


At 11:30 A. wi on Thursday, 2-16-61, Bureau Legal Attache, b« 
William Doyle, :who is:assigned to the Paris, France, Office, advised by long 7° 
distance telephone that the American Embassy in Brussels-had received a 
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request from the Belgian Government and Sabena Airlines desiring the 
assistance of the FBI disaster identification squad to assist in identifying the 
victims. At approximately the same time, the U. S. State Department in 
Washington received a similar request from Brussels, Belgium, and like- 
wise had a telephonic request from the Belgian Embassy here in Washington 
for the services of the FBI disaster squad. These requests were imme- 
diately presented to the Director who authorized the dispatch of the FBI 
disaster squad to Brussels, Belgium, to‘assist in identifying the victims. 


The New York Office was instructed to procure a passenger 
listing, forward this to the Bureau's Identification Division and to immediately 
institute inquiries to ascertain as much background data‘on the American 
passengers as could be assembled. The New York Office was designated as 
office of origin for this typé information. Prior to the departure of the disaster 
squad from Washington, some of these name's were searched against our files 
and the fingerprints believed to be identical with some of the victims were 
taken by the squad to Belgium. The New York Office performed in a highly 
commendable fashion in securing the background data on the passengers which 
facilitated our file searches here in Washington and also, with the assistance 
of numerous field divisiéns, procured detailed descriptive data as to clothing, 
jewelry, dental charting and scars, marks, operations and peculiarities of 
the 49 Americans so as to assist. in every way possible the identification 
processes of these people. I cannot praise too highly the tremendous job 
that was done by our New York Office.

“The FBI disaster squad consisting of Latent Fingerprint Examiners 
a Special Agent Supervisorl_—_] 
, and the writer left Washington, D. C., at 4:45 P. M. on 2-16-61. We = F 
proceeded from LaGuardia Airport in New York to Idlewild Airport and boarded 
a British Overseas Airways 707 jet for London, England. (Transportation 
charges both ways were paid by Sabena Airlines.) We left New York City. at 
10:15 P, M. and we were origirially scheduled to arrive in London, England, 
at 9:00 A. M. on 2-17-61. Fog over the London Airport, however, precluded 
our landing at that location and, after circling for some 30 to 45 minutes, it 
was announced that we would proceed to Prestwick, Scotland, (near Glasgow) 
some 200 milés to the north and there effect a landing. We arrived at Prestwick, 
Scotland, at 11:00 A..M., Scotland time. We were delayed on the ground at 
this point until 2:00 P. M. at which time we took off again for London. We 
finally reached London at 3:05 P..M., London: time. We were immediately 
transferred to a British European Airways Viscount and departed London at 
4:00 P. M. for Brussels, Belgium. We arrived in Brussels, 6:00 P. M. 
(Based on Eastern Standard Time traveling -- we left Washington 4:45 P. M. 
and arrived.in Brussels, Belgium, at noon the next day.)

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On arrival at the Brussels, Belgium, Airport; we were met by 

the American Consul, Basil McGowan, and a French translator,|___| b6 

After checking into a hotel, we proceeded immediately to the we 

alais Justice Building (equivalent of U. 8. Justice Department ‘Building. ) 

The American Consul introduced us to the Commissioner of the Belgian Police 
Judiciaire (Judicial Police), M. Georges Van-Cakenberghe. This gentleman, 
who seemed. to have primary responsibility in the identification of the victims, 
was most kind and courteous. He briefed us on what had transpired thus‘far 
in the way of identifying the crash victims. It was explained to him and to all 
others with whom we came in contact that the purpose of the FBI disaster 
identification squad was strictly to assist in identifying the victims of the crash 
and that we were in no way investigating the cause of the crash nor were we 
there to interfere with their normal legal processes. Mr. Van-Cakenberghe bé 
took us then to the King's Attorney, M. Raymond Charles, (Charles is known bIC 
as Le Procurer de Roi .-- the King's Attorney or the equivalent post of Attorney 
General of the United States.) Our purpose was similarly.explained to Mr. Charles. 
He likewise was cooperative. .At this juncture,. Mr. McGowan, the American 
Consul, left us and we saw no more of him except by occasional contact when we 
needed something from the American Embassy. The translator, 
remained with us-throughout our entire stay and was of inestimable help. 


We reached the Brussels City Mortuary accompanied by Mr. Charles 
and Mr. Van-Cakenberghe at approximately 8:00 P. M. on 2-17-61. A pre- 
liminary examination was made of the:some 35 bodies still remaining at this 
particular location. The incineration of these remains was almost unbelievable. 
In the majority of instances, the arms were burnt completely-off and the legs 
up to the knees had been destroyed similarly. Only a few small scraps of clothing 
remained on some. The heads were crushed: and the bones were fractured in 
numerous places, It was now some 58 hours after the crash and decomposition 
was well under way. No preservatives and no refrigeration. had been provided 
to retard decomposition. The quarters were small and cramped and it was 
necessary to pick a passage over, through and around the remains. The sight 
was horrible.and the smell was worse. 


We arranged with the Belgian authorities to furnish us a complete 
listing of what they had done in the way of identifying the passengers, including 
the American victims. This was typed during the night of 2-17-61 and a copy 
in French handed to us on.the morning of 2-18-61. It was necessary to have 
this translated and, in spite of the fact that it was Saturday, 2-18-61, four 
translators of the American Embassy were called in to perform this task. 
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We commenced our detailed identification processes on Saturday 
morning, 2-18-61. We first proceeded to Melsbroeck Airport where we were 
told that the remainder -- some 38 victims' remains were located. (‘The line 
of communication was at first rather difficult. While some of the Belgian 
police officers spoke a little English, it was easy to misunderstand and misin- 
-terpret each other and as a consequence progress was at first necessarily slow. ) 


| At the Melsbroeck Airport we found a:small chapel where a 
formal funeral service was about to take place for all of the Belgian victims of 
the crash who at that point had been identified by the Belgian authorities. This 
included all of the Sabena crew. These bodies were all in sealed caskets in 

the chapel -- relatives were present.-- a guard of honor had been established -- 
numerous floral wreaths were on display and hearses were drawn up in front 

of the chapel for the purpose of.transporting the remains of these people to 
cemeteries immediately following:the forthcoming service. We took a_strictly 
preliminary look at this situation and left. Approximately one mile from this 

_ small chapel was a Quarantine Building that had been turned into a temporary 
morgue. Here, the bodies of 17 "identified" Americans had been taken. by the 
Belgian authorities. Three of these were in sealed coffins. A little difficulty , 
was encountered initially in examining the remains of these victims for possible 
fingerprints since the Belgians felt they had made good identifications and 

could not see the necessity for our trying-to obtain fingerprints from the re- 
maining 14 bodies which were then encased in plastic bags. 


The, Belgian Police made available to us copies of photographs 
of these victims and, ‘after examining these through a magnifying glass, it was 
pointed out to the Belgian authorities that some of the fingers on these remains 
had not been inked-for fingerprinting. As an illustration, the case of American 
victim, Army Captain Richard Robinson, was:used. We.could see from the 
photograph of Robinson that one hand would yield fingerprints. The Belgians 
said he had been identified by pocket contents and this should be enough. We 
diplomatically insisted, however, that fingerprints be taken. As @ result, 
Robinson .was positively identified by us through his fingerprints. (in several 
cases later to be described it was well that we did insist on fingerprinting all 
remains we could. ) 


We slit open the plastic bags of the 14 victims not in sealed 
coffins and were able to secure prints from some.of these -- specific identities 
are contained in our notes. We did not ask that the seals be broken on the three 
caskets already ‘sealed at that location. (Later, it will be explained how one 
of these was an erroneous identification and how we solved this.) After obtaining 
as much fingerprint identifying data as possible at this location, we then pro- 
ceeded to the mortuary in the City of Brussels where the remaining 35 bodies 
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were kept. (While the fingerprint work was going on at the Melsbroeck Quarantine 
Building, one member of the FBI disaster squad had been dispatched, together 
with the Army mortuary team (3 men) to the Brussels Mortuary for the purpose 

of obtaining fingerprints and dental charts of these 35 victims.) We worked at 
this location until approximately 1:00 A. M., Sunday morning, 2-19-61. 


Due to the advanced state of decomposition, the King's Attorney 
indicated he would like to place the remains in sealed coffins as quickly as 
possible. As time went on it beame increasingly obvious that he was fearful of 
public health matters and it was obvious that he was most concerned over this. 
The King's Attorney, Mr. Charles, was advised from the very outset that we 
would interpose no objection to the normal health and legal processes of his 
country and that if he desired to seal the remains at any time we would absolutely 
interpose no objection. (In addition to our rather limited processing of these 
remains, it should be pointed out that the Belgian authorities. had already gone 
over these bodies themselves and removed rings, jewelry, scraps of clothing, 
etc., which they thought might assist in the identifying processes later. Their 
examination, however, was not-thorough, They did not do detailed dental 
charting nor did they remove all of the rings, jewelry, etc., that could be 
obtained as will be later pointed out.) 


On. Sunday morning, 2~19-61, the King's Attorney stated that he 
was going to seal.the bodies in coffins and, ‘accordingly, we withdrew our body 
processing teams and began to assemble the data in case files by number. 

A room in the Police Headquarters Building was assigned us and Belgian staff 
officers were detailed to assist in every way possible. At this juncture, it be-. 
came apparent that no orderly numbering of the bodies of the yictims had occurred 
from the very outset. The Belgian doctors explained to us that they worked in. 
three teams. Whenever a body was "identified" -- from pocket contents, rings, 
jewelry, etc. -- it was not assigned a number but a tag was placed on the body 
signifying the name of the individual. This procedure was followed by all three 
medical teams. The three teams then split up and used different numbering 
systems. The first team took all odd numbers, i.e., 1, 3, 5, 7, etc. The 
second team took'all even numbers, 2, 4, 6, 8, etc., while the third team took 
the letters of the alphabet, a, b, c¢, etc. (The team with the alphabet later con- 
verted their alphabet into numbers starting at 100 for a, 99 for b, 98 for c.) 

All of the foregoing was another handicap. When this first became obvious to us 
at the Melsbroeck Quarantine Station, we prepared our own numbering system to 
cover those "identified'' Americans who had absolutely no number whatsoever. 
Tags were affixed to these-remains bearing an ''F'’ number (for FBI) and our 
numbering system will prevail on the Americans "identified" by the Belgians 
and. who were assigned no numbers by them. 
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To continue with our activities commencing Sunday morning, 
2-19- 61: . We set up case files-on all unidentified Americans at this point, 
prepared.a master key of the Belgian numbering system, posted the names 
of all unidentified Americans on a large board and started the.detailed task 
of examining scraps of clothing, dental charts, fingerprints, jewelry, scraps 
of hair. and photographs of each of the victims, the latter having been taken by 
the Belgians. It at first seemed:that from the impact and incineration damage 
that it would be almost impossible to identify all of the victims. In the final 
_ analyses, however, I think we were most successful. 


There is attached a detailed report (32 pages) of how all 49 of 
-the American victims were finally separated. On.page 3 will be found a listing 
showing 16 Americans positively identified by fingerprints by the FBI disaster 
identification squad. Commencing on page 5 may be found the list,’ of 11 
Americans who were processed by the Belgians and the reasons upon which 
they based their identity of these people. .Commencing on page 10 will be found 
a listing of 22 Americans plus one Canadian for whom "identifying points" 

were located on the remains together with the data the FBI was able to develop 
which would strongly indicate the true identities of these people. 


I desire to call attention to the fact that this report, a copy of 
which was left with the Belgian Police, Sabena andthe American Embassy in 
Brussels, cléarly indicates that the FBI will only. certify positively to the 
identities of the. 16 Americans. we were able to identify through fingerprints. 
The report also clearly points out that the absolute finality of the identification 
of the 22 Americans and one Canadian upon whom “identifying points" were 
obtained would be the responsibility of the Belgian authorities and not the FBI. 
In other words, we had-assembled.as much data as we possibly could and pre- 
sented it to the Belgian authorities and any certificates of identity would _ 
necessarily have to emanate from the. Belgian authorities on these latter 23 
victims. (In my own mind, however, I am satisfied that these 23 victims have 
been identified. ) : 


SOME.CASES 
ERRONEOUS IDENTIFICATIONS RECTIFIED 


We were able to point out to the Belgian authorities three instances 
of erroneous identifications which had been made by them. It will be recalled. 
that there were three.bodies in sealed caskets at the Melsbroeck .Quarantine 
Building. On one of-the caskets the name of Walter Powell had been written. 

A body (Belgian #95) was found among the 35 worst cases in the morgue, however, 
and this yielded one fingerprint. We identified this fingerprint with a print from 
our files as Walter Powell. It was pointed out to the Belgian authorities that the 
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body in the sealed casket was not that of Powell and that it would haye to be 
opened. The casket was brought to the mortuary and, when opened, was found 
to contain the remains of a woman. From rings still on the left hand plus some 
clothing and other factors we later determined that this woman was Louisa 
Hartshorne. (Powell was an 80-year-old resident of Saint Louis, Missouri, 
while, Louisa Hartshorne was a 52-year-old woman from New York City. She 
was an Administrative Assistant to the Dean of Columbia University. ) 


of The. bodies of two sisters, Sharon Lee Westerfeld and Stephanie 
Westerfeld -- both members of the figure skating team -- had been mixed up. 
stephanie had been identified as Belgian #16. Sharon had not been identified. 
We were able to tell the Belgians that Stephanie was their #100 and Sharon was 
their #16. The Denver Office had forwarded to the New York Office, which in 
turn had sent on to us, the driver's licenses of these two: sisters. The thumb 
prints. on these two driver's licenses provided the key to unravel.this mix-up. | 


There were three members of the Owens family -- U. S. figure 
skating team -- on board. The mother, Mrs. Maribel Vinson Owen, was for 
many years a champion figure skater and, I ‘believe, lost the Olympic title to 
Sonja Henie. She trained her two daughters, Laurence Owen and Maribel 
Yerva Owen, to also be champion figure skaters. The youngest daughter, 
Laurence, age 16, had just the preceding Sunday won the U. S. Women's 
Figure Skating Championship at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. Laurence had 
been identified by the initials 'L.O.'' on a portion of her underwear by the . 
Belgian authorities... They had, however, mixed up the mother and the daughter 
both of whose first names were Maribel. Through dental charting and comparison 
with the assistance of the Army mortuary dentist, we were able to tell the 
Belgian people: (1) The dental charts on Laurence matched and they were 
correct in their previous identification of this.victim. (2) Through similar 
processes, however, we were.able to tell them that a body (Belgian 99), which 
they had previously identified as Mrs. Maribel Vinson Owen, was actually 
Miss Maribel Yerva Owen. (8) Later, one of the unidentified bodies (Belgian 52) 
was found to be Mrs. Maribel Vinson Owen. 


SOME INTERESTING TECHNIQUES 


Laurie Hickox -~ a 15-year-old member of the U. S. Figure Skating Team from 


Colorado Springs, Colorado. She skated with her brother, William in a dance 


team combination. Through the New York Office we learned she was wearing a 
DeMolay. sweetheart ring -- the charred remains of such a ring was found on a 
finger of #B 18. We were also told she was wearing a black and white check suit 
or dress. -- scraps ofa similar. material were found on B 18 remains. She‘was 
said to be wearing underpants with a floral design on the left side only. A scrap 
of such 4. garment bearing such a design was found on the remains. It was known 
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She was a skater. On top of her underpants, scraps of remains of two pairs 

of skating tights were found and evidently she had been wearing these under her 
normal street clothing. The dental chart from the remains matched excellently 
with the known life time dental chart of the victim. Our Agents from her home 
in the United States were able to obtain two latent fingerprints from a skating 
trophy she had previously won. The disaster squad was able to obtain a right 
thumb print from the remains of the victim and this was identical with the latent 
print on her trophy. 


Donna Lee Carrier -- age 20, a figure skater from North Hollywood, California. 
We examined the remains of victim #B 22 and found a fourteen carat yellow sold 
ring with an opal stone supported by four gold prongs. It was a female. It ap- 
peared that this was a birthstone and opal is the birthstone for October. We 
examined our passenger listing and found two females who were born. in October. 
One was Donna Lee Carrier and the other was Stephanie Westerfeld. Later in- 
for anon. showed that Donna Lee Carrier was wearing such a ring. We found 
tong Bt ond hair on the- victim. A photograph of Carrier showed similar hair. 
Carrier was described as wearing a black knit dress and a piéce of Similarly 
described material was found on the remains. Carrier was said to be wearing 

a white pantie girdle with long legs. We found a white girdle inscribed "Olga 
Corsetry -- Lady Long Legs.'t We asked New York by cable to find out the 
brand name of Carrier's girdle and back came the answer that it was Olga Corsetry. 
To cinch this case, Agents of the Los Angeles Office processed her bedroom 
and sent us lifts oF ‘latent fingerprints found on her dressing table articles, etc. 

. We identified the léft index finger with a single print we had been able to obtain 
from the victim's remains. 


William Robert Kipp -- age 18, a figure skater from Tiwi: California. 

We had worked down to 6 male victims left and these were the most difficult 
cases. The New York Office told us that Kipp wore Munsingwear under shirts, 
size 36 medium. We found a scrap of Munsingwear T-shirt inscribed size 36 

on remains #B 94, New York told us Kipp wore jockey shorts by Munsingwear -- 
we found a piece of Munsingwear jockey shorts on remains #B 94. “New York 
told us he wore Arrow shirts and gave us three different laundry marks from 
shirts in his.dresser drawer. We found an Arrow shirt and through infrared 
photography developed one of these three laundry marks, The teeth matched 

and the physical characteristics -- height, 5 feet, 7 inches; weight, 125 pounds -- 
matched. ' 


Thére were numerous other instances where, through excellent 
background investigative work by Bureau Agents in the United States, we were 
furnished with identifying factors which enabled us to work the remains of these 
victims down to a point where points of identity seemed to conclusively match 
in all instances. Jt was slow, painstaking and tiring work. (The four members 
of the FBI disaster squad in Brussels, Belgium, averaged better than 10 hours 
a day overtime -- excluding travel overtime. ) 
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+ APPRECIATION OF BELGIAN AUTHORITIES 


The FBI disaster squad had been working less than 48 hours in 
Belgium when it became quite obvious that the Belgian authorities had developed 
a deep respect for.our methods and techniques. -While at-first they seemed to 
be impatient and wished to dispose of the yictims' remains in the quickest way 
possible -- they later changed completely and appeared to be openly fascinated 
with the events that transpired. They kept two or more observers with us all 
the time on a 24-hour basis and while these observers were ostensibly placed 
with us to assist they did not hesitate to say that the work they saw was superb - 
and beyond anything they had ever previously come in contact with. The Chief 
of Police and the King's Attorney made unscheduled visits to our headquarters 
and kept themselves advised on our progress. (The King's Attorney even came: 
in two times on Sunday -~ an unheard of thing in Belgium. ) 

Long before the conelusion of our work, they asked-if we would 
give a lecture to the top members of their department and tell them how we 
worked and how they could better themselves. and improve their operations in 
the event a similar case occurred in Belgium in the future. We acceded to this 
request and just before we left their headquarters an informal discussion of 
approximately one hour took. place attended by some 35 top members of the 
. Belgian Police. I explained the FBI's disaster procedures and they were given 
the opportunity of:asking any questions they desired. . I thought it particularly 
admirable that Van-C akenberghe stood up at the conclusion and unhesitatingly - 
told his people of the three erroneous identifications they had made and how the 
FBI had been able to rectify these mistakes. All were unstinting in their praise. 
The King's Attorney, M. Charles, insisted that we come by his house en route 
to the airport on, Friday afternoon as we commenced our journey home for coffee 
and to meet his wife and children. He requested that his deep appreciation be 
extended to Mr. Hoover for allowing the disaster squad to assist them in this- 
case and he indicated that he would send through State Department channels a 
letter of appreciation to Mr. Hoover. 

As previously indicated, a-copy of our report showing the 
identifying processes on all of the 49 American victims plus one Canadian was 
left with the Belgian Police, the American Embassy and Sabena. (It was necessary 
for us to process the one Canadian since his remains were mingled with those 
of the Americans.) For the most part, however, we confined our identification 
activities to the Americans only. The original of the abovesdescribed report is 
attached hereto. This will serve as our permanent record-of:the identifying work 
on each of the 49 Americans and the-one Canadian. 


DENTAL ASSISTANCE 


Of immeasurable help -was a member of the Army Mortuary Team 
who worked with us constantly providing dental identification assistance. This 
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man was] U. S. Army Quartermaster Mortuary System, ae 


Frankfort, Germany, APO 757, New York City. Initially, the entire mortuary 
team worked with us -- 2 days -- an as left with us to continue the dental 
work, He performed in a most outstanding manner and I am recommending 

a letter of commendation from the Director for him. It should be borne in 

mind that impact and incineration damage to the remains in many instances 
allowed for only mediocre and incomplete charting of identifying dental 
characteristics. It should further be borne in mind that in some, instances 

we could not secure the absolutely up-to-date dental chart of some of the victims. 
As a consequence, it was necessary to painstakingly compare what could be 
found with what already was known. In other instances, it was necessary to 
systematically eliminate known dental peculiarities with the remains of all 
victims in order to arrive at all possible points. of identification. Neep did 

this in a most admirable fashion. 


PRESS 


The Belgian press announced our arrival there and United States 
newspapers carried this story all the way to the West Coast. The Belgian Police 
did not appear. to have too much respect for the power of the press. Initially, 
they totally ignored all newspaper reporters and would give them absolutely no 
information officially. This was especially true in the identification processes. 
We did not know this due to our lack of understanding of the language and customs 
of the Belgian Police authorities. The first indication we had was a small 
squib furnished us*by our translator who said the papers carried a story, about 
the fourth day of our operations, that 20 or more bodies would be shipped pack . 
to the United States without being identified. where the identification processes 
would continue. (I immediately dispatched a cable to the Bureau reporting this 
and citing the absolute falsity of this information. ) 


When this story appeared, I concluded that public refutation 
should come from. the top Belgian Police authorities and I, therefore, made 
known my views to M. Van-Cakenberghe who in turn conveyed these to the King's 
Attorney, M. Charles. I told these. gentlemen that I felt the press should be 
given.a.complete account of why the FBI disaster squad was there, what they 
were doing and the degree of ‘success with which identifications had been accom- 
plished up to that point. Both of these gentlemen were quite upset oyer this turn 
of events and assured me. they would call in all of the newspaper representatives 
of the Brussels papers -- both Erench and Flemish -- and recite the true cir- 
cumstances, ‘They said that some reporter had dreamed up the previously 
described story. 


That afternoon all of the newspapers in Brussels -- French and - 
Flemish -- carried a 2-column story wherein the King's Attorney stated that 
he was well satisfied with the identification processes; that he had personally 
requested the Director of the FBI to send the FBI disaster squad; that the work 
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of the disaster squad was remarkable; that the identification processes were 
proceeding in an orderly fashion and that he fully expected all victims to be 
identified before the case was closed. We received excellent publicity on this 
in the two foreign language newspapers. The clippings are being translated 
and will be placed in our files.

Chief at conclusion 
of lecture stood up and, after acknowledging heartfelt thanks of his Government 
for FBI assistance, proceeded to tell his own staff how they had erred in the 

three erroneous identifications and how the FBI was able to rectify their mistakes. 
Erroneous press report appeared in Brussels French language paper stating 

some bodies would be shipped back to U.S. unidentified. When this came to 

my attention, I conferred with top police authorities and learned they had given 
press absolutely nothing and that this was false story. At my suggestion they 
called in representatives of Brussels papers, furnished official denial of this 
erroneous report and praised unstintingly work of FBI in identifying crash victims. 
This latter story received two-column prominence in Brussels papers and wire 
services carried it to U. S. 


Case was niost difficult in that our processing of remains was delayed 
almost 72 hours after crash occurred:-- damage and burning of the bodies were 
considerable -- working quarters cramped -- no preservatives or refrigeration 
afforded remains -- and difficulty of language barrier and communications had 
to be overcome. Members of disaster squad averaged better than 10 hours per 
day overtime. Outstanding work performed by many and recommendations will 
cite this.
